W  e  had  the  honor  of  dining  with  Professor  Julius  Sunnner  Miller  and  his  wife 
Alice  the  other  evening.  Professor  Miller  will  be  doing  some  programs  for  us  in 
the  near  future.  You  may  remember  he  participated  in  KPFK's  tribute  to  Einstein. 
And  perhaps  you  have  witnessed  his  virtuoso  performances  on  "Science  and  Its 
Magic"  (KNXT). 

Professor  Miller,  stormy,  flamboyant,  and  with  uninhibited  gesticulations  di- 
rected at  anyone  within  sight  and  hearing,  said  in  something  just  short  of  a 
scream,  "Daley,  what  IS  the  trouble  with  people?  You  ask.  I  answer.  Hear  me. 
The  trouble  with  people,  Daley,  is  NO  trouble.  Watch  now!  I  explain."  His  arm 
swept  the  room.  "Trouble!  Everything  IMPORTANT  is  too  much  trouble. 

"To  be  an  individual  —  too  much  trouble.  Daley,  the  colleges —what  are  they? 
Assembly  lines!  Producing  masses  fit  for  little.  Occasionally  a  bad  apple  in  the 
barrel.  They  get  rid  of  him  right  quick.  Too  much  trouble,  Daley.  Who  is  he? 
The  individual!  Yes  -  the  intellectual!  The  thinker.  TROUBLE!  The  minds  of  the 
students  lie  dead  while  the  universities  exercise  their  bodies.  It's  trouble  to  exer- 
cise the  brain,  Daley. 

"Do  they  read  a  book,  Daley?"  he  nodded  his  furrowed  brow  toward  those  in 
the  room.  "I  answer.  Too  much  trouble.  They  watch  TV  —  a  blight,  Daley,  a 
blight!  Example!  Hear  me.  They  want  to  FIT!  Yes!  So  they  are  afraid  to  speak 
their  minds,  to  be  individuals,  for  fear  people  will  turn  from  them.  So  rather  than 
say  what  they  think  they  issue  forth,  copiously,  pompous  platitudes  that  will 
please  and  placate.  Afraid  to  shock  others  from  their  stupor. 

"Nor  -  hear  me  —  do  they  want,  themselves,  to  hear  the  truth  or  to  trouble 
themselves  with  that  rare  —  so  rare  as  to  be  near  extinct  —  individual.  TROUBLE 
through  association,  Daley." 

Professor  Miller  gave  other  examples  and  then  returned  to  the  point  of  con- 
versation which  had  unleashed  his  exhortation.  We  had  mentioned  to  him  that 
KPFK  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds,  and  from  approximately  100,000  listeners  we 
have  only  10,000  subscribers. 

"Daley,"  he  leaned  toward  us  with  pointing  finger,  and  in  a  raspish,  loud 
whisper  he  accented  each  word  carefully.  "Why  should  this  surprise  you?  Do 
they  support  ANYTHING  that  is  good  for  them?  No!  Do  they  support  the  old- 
fashioned  virtues  which  the  schools  should  themselves  pursue  and  endorse.  They 
do  not'  Do  they  care,  Daley,  that  twenty  or  thirty  thousand  dollars  a  year  is  spent 
on  new  uniforms  for  the  football  team  and  the  school  band?  And  the  library  is 
empty  and  the  science  equipment  scarce.  I  could  go  on,  Daley,  I  could  go  on. 
But  the  answer?  The  same!  TOO  MUCH  TROUBLE!  .       u  ♦ 

"Hear  me  more!  Can  you  imagine,  Daley  -  for  I  can  not  imagine  it -but 
imagine  if  each  individual  subscriber  -  each  subscriber  (I  reiterate)  would  exert 
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himself  to  trouble  just  one  friend  —  just  one  —  into  subscribing.  Think,  Daley! 
Think  what  that  would  mean.  But  no,  Daley,  I  can  not  imagine  it.  TOO  MUCH 
TROUBLE!  So  —  do  not  say  to  me  that  you  are  surprised  that  people  do  not  support 
what  is  important  to  them.  NO,  no,  no!  That  is  not  the  surprise.  I,  Daley,  will  be 
surprised  when  they  do!" 

Shortly  thereafter  we  adjourned  to  Professor  Miller's  home  where,  as  one  might 
expect,  he  read  to  us  for  two  hours  from  Socrates  and  the  Iliad. 

Now  what,  Daley,  is  so  surprising  about  that? 

in  commemoration  of  the  Warsaw  Ghetto  uprising,  which  ended  May  16,  1943, 
the  department  of  drama  and  literature,  in  conjunction  with  the  department  of 
music,  presents  a  series  of  programs  dealing  with  Jewish  music  and  literature. 
Wednesday,  May  16th  7  P.M.  through  11:30  P.M. 

The  selections  in  literature  are  largely  taken  from  contemporary  prose  rather 
than  the  more  traditional  Yiddish  writers,  and  include  translations  from  the  Russian 
of  Isaac  Babel,  the  French  of  Andre  Schwartz-Bart,  and  a  story  by  the  American 
writer  Bernard  Malamud.  The  poetry  of  Maike  Tussman,  who  currently  resides  in 
Los  Angeles,  will  be  presented  both  in  the  original  Yiddish  and  in  English.  The 
poems  by  children  in  the  concentration  camp,  Theresienstadt,  come  to  us  by  way 
of  a  collection  published  in  Prague  and  are  read  by  students  at  the  Culver  City 
High  School.  Our  cover  material  was  taken  from  the  same  book.
